Independent marketers are learning how to tie the 
story of their own growth and prosperity in with the 
general industry's Oil Progress Week program to the ad 
vantage of all 

With this as a start there could well be a continuation 
of events staged by companies to bring to the attention 
of customers and public in genera] the improvements and 
expansions of each business as they occur. It is not 
necessary to wait a year for the official Oil Progress 
Week. A public relations job can be done somewhere 
by some oil company every week or even every day. And 
there would be real commercial value in constant staging 
of such events because they make the owners appraise 
their progress, in fact make them strive for progress that 
an be talked about; celebrating such an event gets the 
place all shined up, a new sales story is developed and 
it puts the employes on their toes 

It was not possible for the writer to attend all the 
Oil Progress Week events last week but circumstances 
did make it possible to attend one at Boston, that of 
the White Fuel Corporation. This was quite illustrative 
of the progress of the oil industry because as the oil in- 
dustry goes, it is a relatively young company but its great 
growth in less than 20 years has been most spectacular 
as it is an Independent marketing company with a big 
ocean tanker terminal with 65,000,000 gals. of storage 
capacity It has just finished spending $2,000,000 to 
bring the plant up to this capacity 

The company started from scratch under the leader- 
ship of John P. Birmingham, its president. It is now han- 
dling 26% of all the fuel oils consumed in a 50-mile 
radius of Boston and that is a highly populated area, 
which due to aggressive selling by White and an energetic 
lot of other Independents, has become one of the greatest 
heating and fuel oil consuming markets in the country, 
a market that because of a cleaner fuel, better served, 
has been taken away from the coal business. More about

New England Independents Do Good Selling Job 


It is well to study the public relations—-selling-—job the 
Independents have been doing down in Boston for some 
years. It has been the Independents rather than the ma- 
jors on both heavy fuel and domestic heating oil. The 
majors never seemed to be able to get squared away for 
the home heating job particularly. They seemed to be 
quite confident that it was only a question of time when 
the gasoline demand would make heating oi] too expen- 
sive.

New England's fuel and heating oil operations, to say 
nothing of its ever growing gasoline market, is one of the 
best and most striking illustrations in the country of the 
growth of real hard competition in the oil business, the 
kind of competition the API should be talking more about 
and it can do more talking right here in New England 
for the extent, and economic value to the consumer 
low prices—-of that competition, we do not believe, is ap- 
preciated as much as it should be. It is also good gospel 
to preach out in the West because these Independent oil 
men have done such a good job against the coal people 
who thought for years no one could ever take this mar- 
ket away from them. But today the oil men have done 
so, even to supplying Diesel oils to Diesel locomotives 
that haul what there is left of the coal business here

FROM: A Commission Distributor 
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Oil Progress Week in Midwest Best Yet 
Due to Closer Co-operation in Industry

Last week's celebration of Oil Prog- 
ress Week in the Midwest may be de- 
scribed as the most successful since 
the event was inaugurated four years 
ago with enthusiastic rallies of oil 
men being held in such cities as 
Chicago, Minneapolis, Kansas City 
St. Louis, Milwaukee and Detroit, as 
well as in many smaller communities 
(see p. 25 for other Oil Progress 
Week reports and pictures) 

The reason for the success of this 
year's event appears to be that closer 
co-operation existed among all seg- 
ments of the industry, Independent as 
well as major. There was some grum- 
bling among jobbers who desire to 
get intra-industry problems settled 
before giving whole-hearted support 
to the OLIC program but in many 
instances even the grumblers con 
tributed to the 
Progress Week

For example, in Minneapolis, H 
F. Horning, secretary of the North- 
west Petroleum Assn. and of the 
National Oil Jobbers Council, was in 
charge of the ticket sale for the big 
Twin City Oil Progress Week ban- 
quet, and he has been most vocifer 
ous in attacking supplying companies 
for unfair trade practices 

The possible reason for increased 
participation is the growing 
realization that it 


jobber 
is not the function 
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of OIC to solve industry problems 
but rather to promote the general 
welfare of the industry as a whol 
The fact that Mr. Horning devoted 
a considerable amount of his time dur- 
ing the past month to helping make 
the Twin City rally a success does not 
mean that he will not continue to 
fight for increased jobber margins 
and to denounce some supplying com- 
panies for selling products to com- 
mercial accounts for prices lower than 
jobbers can buy them. But his feel- 
ing is that anything which benefits 
the industry as a whole is certain 
to be of some help to the jobbers 


As a matter of fact there are 
growing indications that some of the 
problems about which jobbers are 
complaining in the Midwest are in the 
process of being cleared up. We know 
of several companies which are mak- 
ing their own study of jobber costs 
and margins to determine whether 
margins should be increased, and, if 
so, by how much. Also, we are in- 
formed that several suppliers are noti- 
fying jobber associations that they re 
fuse to engage in price cutting on 
commercial accounts. This leaves only 
a handful of suppliers who continue 
the practice and perhaps by next Oil 
Progress Week, or long before then 
they also will have adopted a more en- 
lightened policy 





Oil Industry Information Committee Gets 
Pat on Back from New England Independents

A development in industry relations 
of more than a little significance oc- 
curred the night of Oct. 16 in Boston 

Independent Oil Men's Assn. of 
New England turned its annual fall 
roundup into a tribute to the Oil In-

The tribute extended to Adm. H, B 
Miller, executive director of OLIC and 
guest speaker at the dinner meeting, 
also to Donald R. Waugh, senior OJIC 
district representative for New Eng- 
land 

Approving words for the OIIC were 
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spoken on behalf of the New Eng 
land Independents, and the OIIC’s 24- 
sheet Oil Progress Week poster 
formed a backdrop for the speakers 
table 

True, it was Oil Progress Week, but 
that fact only provided an opportu- 
nity for what the association did. The 
New England group could have done 
all courtesies due its guest speaker 
and the district OTIC head man, and 
still have refrained from committing 
itself on the OHC program 

A number of jobber groups over 


the country in the past have shown 
something less than approbation for 
the program, or at least studiously 
refrained from displaying anything 
suggesting support for it 

Here was a gesture of real warmth 
from a group which has had occasion 
to complain vehemently throughout 
the summer about suppliers’ heating 
oil allotment policies for the new 
heating season 

The allotment policies haven't been 
changed to any appreciable extent 
Yet the Independents were standing 
up to be counted when it came to a 
question of the industry going before 
the public for understanding 

What's more, these were New Eng- 
land Independents, and New Eng- 
landers have a long-earned reputa 
tion for being individualists 

Here were the Independenta 
through Joseph B. Wells, executive 
director of their association, saying 
that the common necessity for all 
levels of the industry is not alone to 
create a firm belief in the vital role 
of petroleum in the American way of 
life, but first to change opinion which 
the public has been holding

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Price Wars Abate in East: Fuel Demand Rises 


The first upturn in the eastern retail gasoline price war 
situation featured oil markets the third week of October 
In addition, as cold weather covered a large portion of the 
north central states, Midwestern marketers reported what 
they called the first “real lift" in demand for fuel oils 

Advances ranging from 6c to Sc in retail prices for 
reguiar-grade gasoline to the so-called “normal” price of 
19.4c ‘ex 4.5c state and federal taxes) were reported 
general in six of New Jersey's price war counties. Prices 
also were headed upward in Chambersburg, Pa., but tend 
ed lower in Wilkes Barre and Camden, N. J 
below.)

In the Mid-Continent, quotations for Grade 26-70 natural 
gasoline bounced back to 6.875c, FOB Group 3, and 6.37% 
Breckenridge, after having slipped 0.375¢ on one manu 
facturer’s ove-day-only quotation and sales at 6.5c and & 
respectively 

Elsewhere in the nation, prices generally were un 
changed, and trading was reported quiet in all primary 
supply districts 

Refiners gave all indications of entering the first phase 
of the heating season well stocked with light and heavy 
fuel oils. LP-gas inventories were somewhat below thos« 
of a year ago, however While spot gasoline sales con- 
tinued relatively slow, inventories were described as “not 
excessive 

As one Guif Coast cargo trader put it, new business 
was waiting on “the weather and Asiatic Petroleum Corp.'s 
first quarter, 1952 requirements Asiatic declared it was 
preparing to make purchases for loadings next year 

A “replacement” purchase of one cargo of distillate 
fuel oil to compensate for a cargo that was contaminated 
while loading at the U. S. Gulf was the only buying closed 
recently by Asiatic, the company reported to NPN. It 
was the first week since mid-June in which the company 
has not added to its contractual purchase totals as an 
offset to production lost in Iran, and the aggregates of 
crude and products purchases were unchanged at 25,561,- 
204 bbls. of U. 8S. origin, 2,247,346 bbls. from the Carib 
bean, and 19,397,940 bbls. from the Middle East. Grand 
total: 47,206,490 bbls 

The biggest new business in the offing is the Armed 
Service Petroleum Purchasing Agency's requirement for 
over 10,000,000 bbis. of aviation gasolines (Grades 91 96 
and 80) and jet fuels, which the agency said was in addi 
tion to quantities already under contract on an anuual 
basis. Deliveries are required in the second half of fiscal 
1952 (January-June). Bids will be opened in Washington 
at 10 am., Nov. 2

Warm weather and high inventories of fuel oils failed 
to bring out sizable offerings in East Coast terminal 
districts the past week, according to reports of suppliers 
Distillates and residual generally continued to be held 
closely in expectation of big winter demand. In addition 
higher tanker rates from the Gulf and the prospect of 
an OPS-granted increase in distillate ceilings made for 
firm prices, it was said 

No changes were reported in suppliers’ quotations, 
and trading in general was desecribed as at a near stand- 
still. However, one major supplier disclosed that the 
movement of distillate fuel oils to his larger accounts 
were “up to schedule in every respect.” The prospect 
of an increase in prices for kerosine and No. 2 fuel also 
was said to have stimulated some “last-minute” buying
